Vital  Statistics:  White,  married,  22  years  old,  6*0",  190  pounds, 

Lutheran,  sergeant,  9th  grade  education.  Army 

Mental  Group  III  (Officer  Candidate  Test  score 

placed  him  in  Mental  Group  II) 

Description  of  Combat  Performance: 

In  for  DSC*  Generally  stated  to  have  been  spearhead  of 
attack.  In  face  of  enemy  observation  and  fire,  dug  out  2 
wounded  GI's  from  bunker  in  which  they  had  barricaded  them¬ 
selves.  Later  took  enemy-held  bunker  by  .jumping  up  on  it 
twice  and  throwing  in  grenades;  with  covering  fire  jumped 
into  trench  and  plastered  inside  of  bunker  with  14-2  car¬ 
bine  fire. 

Life  History  and  Interview: 

During  the  interview  Harry  was  rated  as  possessing  a  high  de¬ 
gree  of  cognitive  organization  and  of  identification  with  his  com¬ 
bat  unit.  He  was  described  as  being  cooperative  and  self-assured, 
neat  in  dress,  relaxed  in  posture,  fluent  in  his  use  of  words. 

Harry  is  an  only  child  whose  father  died  of  a  heart  attack 
when  the  boy  was  sixteen.  Harry  left  school  after  completing  the 
9th  grade  to  help  support  his  mother.  He  worked  as  a  railroad 
trackman  and  later  as  an  assistant  foreman  in  a  woolen  mill.  At 
21  he  married  a  girl  to  whom  he  had  been  engaged  for  8  months. 

They  hope  to  have  2  or  3  children.  Although  they  had  livedtogether 
for  only  a  few  days  because  of  Harry's  being  drafted,  the  marital 
adjustment  was  described  as  good. 
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Hany's  father  was  a  Midwestern  farmer  with  a  low  and  variable 
income.  He  belonged  to  a  farmers  association,  a  church  group,  and 
a  hunting  and  fishing  club.  He  was  described  by  Harry  as  being 
"an  average  guy,"  not  an  outstanding  success  but  not  a  failure. 

He  lacked  ambition,  was  generous,  kind, and  slightly  nervous. 

Harry’s  mother  was  an  efficient  homemaker,  anxious,  patient,  and 
described  as  somewhat  neurotic.  Both  parents  were  interested  in 
religion  and  attended  the  English  Lutheran  church  regularly.  The 
home  atmosphere  was  permissive.  Both  parents  entered  in  equally 
on  matters  of  discipline.  Punishment  was  minimal,  consistent, 
primarily -verbal  in  nature,  and  reasonable  in  administration.  Harry 
indicated  that  he  rarely  disagreed  with  his  parents 1  wishes  and  that 
they  handled  matters  "just  about  perfectly, "  While  he  was  moder¬ 
ately  close  to  his  parents  he  tended  to  keep  his  problems  to  him¬ 
self.  His  sex  education  came  from  his  father.  His  first  sexual 
e::pe  rience  was  at  21  when  he  married;  he  voiced  disapproval  of  pre¬ 
marital  relations. 

Hairy  has  always  had  excellent  health  although  he  did  stutter 
during  his  childhood.  He  found  it  easy  to  join  clubs  and  do  what 
he  wanted;  he  enjoyed  organizing  games  and  activities  at  parties. 

He  attended  church  regularly,  was  a  Boy  Scout,  and  participated  in 
school  sports.  He  dated  rarely  and  spent  little  money  on  recreation, 
devoting  7  hours  or  more  each  week  on  family  duties  and  earning 
about  $5  a  week  on  part  time  jobs  during  his  school  years.  He  also 
worked  during  his  summer  vacations.  He  kept  a  budget  and  has  had 
a  savings  account  since  grammar  school.  When  asked  in  what  terms 
people  would  most  likely  describe  him,  he  checked,  "drive, 
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determination,  will  power."  He  claimed  his  greatest  personality 
weakness  was,  "saying  the  wrong  thing  at  the  wrong  time."  He 
drinks  only  socially,  has  never  been  drunk,  smokes  4  cigars  a 
day  and  no  cigarettes.  His  future  occupational  goal  is  to  go 
back  to  school  and  learn  about  textile  manufacture. 

Summary  of  Test  Scores: 

Harry's  score  of  24  on  the  Henmon-Nelson  Intelligence  Test 
is  exceed  by  90%  of  college  freshman  but  it  is  3  points  above  the 
mean  of  his  peers.  His  liilitary  Information  Test  is  2  standard 
deviations  above  the  mean  and  most  of  his  Army  Aptitude  test  and 
area  scores  are  considerably  above  the  mean.  He  received  more 
favorable  nominations  than  unfavorable  on  the  sociometric  question¬ 
naire.  The  majority  of  the  adjectives  he  selected  on  the  Gough 
Adjective  Check  List  are  positive.  He  has  a  high  Fascism  score 
on  the  California  Public  Opinion  Scales  and  a  very  low  Barrorr-Welsh 
Figure  Preference  Score,  indicating  a  strong  preference  for  designs 
which  are  simple,  stable  and  symmetrical. 

Analysis  of  his  MMPI  and  CPI  profiles  suggests  that  Harry  is 
a  stable  person  psychologically.  The  high  score  on  Leadership, 
elevations  on  Good  Impression,  Intellectual  Efficiency,  Social 
Participation  and  Dominance  combine  with  below  average  scores  on 
Dependency,  Impulsivity  and  Welsh  Factor  A  to  create  the  picture 
of  a  well-balanced  mature  individual  who  would  never  get  into 
trouble  with  the  law  or  antagonize  his  associates  in  interpersonal 
relationships.

Description  of  Combat  Pefformance: 

Very  nervous.  When  flare  was  fired,  he  jumped  and  fired  into 
the  air.  On  patrol  he  had  Automatic  Rifle  and  leader  could 
hardly  keep  him  in  position.  Jumpy,  irresponsible,  "sees 
things,"  left  position  without  orders,  once  "went  crazy," 

On  contact  patrol  he  got  very  excited  and  started  firing 
carbines  up  into  trees  and  all  around. 

Life  History  and  Interview: 

Chester  wqs  rated  by  the  interviewer  as  being  a  little  above 
average  in  degree  of  cognitive  organization  and  of  identification 
with  his  combat  unit.  During  the  interview  he  was  described  as 
being  cooperative,  conscientious  and  interested;  his  dress  was 
neat,  his  posture  relaxed.  He  spoke  with  a  slight  lisp, 

Chester  is  the  older  of  two  sons.  His  younger  brother,  whom 
Chester  perceives  as  the  mother’s  favorite,  is  11  years  old  and 
crippled.  Chester's  description  gives  a  picture  of  a  socially 
isolated  family  in  a  fairly  low  financial  bracket  with  no  family 
friends  or  close  relatives.  The  father  is  an  unskilled  laborer 
with  a  6th  grade  education.  Neither  parent  belonged  to  any  clubs 
or  community  organizations  although  the  mother  attended  the  Lutheran 
church  quite  regularly. 

The  home  atmosphere  appears  to  have  been  one  of  bickering  be¬ 
tween  mother  and  father,  mother  and  Chester,  Chester  and  his  brother. 
The  main  source  of  friction  between  the  parents  related  to  the 
mother's  constant  desire  to  "go  out  and  have  a  good  time"  while 
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the  father  preferred  to  stay  home.  Chester  and  his  mother  fought 
about  his  drinking,  choice  of  friends,  inattention  to  school, 
staying  out  late,  unwillingness  to  go  to  church,  frequent  beatings 
of  the  younger  brother,  and  his  "laying  around  at  home  all  the 
time. "  About  the  continual  fighting  with  his  younger  brother, 
Chester  said,  "I  must  be  spoiled  or  something  because  we  didn’t 
agree  o#  things.  A  lot  of  things  of  mine  he  would  take.  You  see 
I  was  the  only  boy  for  quite  a  while." 

Chester  described  his  father  as  a  hard  worker,  a  good  pro¬ 
vider,  generous  and  kind.  "I’d  walk  up  to  Dad  and  say,  ’Dad,  I 
need  ^10’  and  I  got  (j>10.  If  I  needed  a  car  or  something,  Dad 
would  help  me  get  a  car.  If  I  didn’t  want  to  go  to  work  on  a 
morning  he’d  say,  'Well,  don’t  go  this  morning.  Maybe  you’ll  go 
tomorrow  morning.’"  He  said  his  father's  weakest  point  was  being 
too  easy-going. 

Chester's  mother  was  described  as  an  excellent  housekeeper 
who  was  particular  about  the  children  being  tidy.  "She  was  known 
as  the  best  dressed  woman  in  town. ..she  liked  to  keep  us  kids 
dressed  like  that  too."  She  had  a  "real  soft  heart,"  but  was 
"awfully  hot-headed."  The  father  left  all  the  disciplining  to 
her.  It  was  frequent,  inconsistent  and  primarily  physical.  Scold¬ 
ing  was  constant. 

Chester  quit  school  3  months  before  graduation  because  he  and 
the  teacher  "didn't  get  along  too  good."  His  grades  were  poor; 
on  the  s  chool  grounds  he  continually  disobeyed  rules  and  fought 
with  other  children  and  gangs.  He  didn't  participate  in  athletics, 
school  activities  or  social  functions.  "I  was  sort  of  with  a  gang 
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of  guys  and  v/e  had  our  own  parties  and  girls."  He  reported  spend¬ 
ing  at  least  4  nights  a  week  at  the  movies  or  out  drinking  and 
"looking  for  women."  He  made  no  money  on  the  side  during  school 
and  never  had  a  bank  account.  His  only  hobbies  were  trapping  for 
pelts  and  working  on  cars.  His  post- Amy  occupational  goal  was 
to  "get  me  a  new  Hudson  and  tear  the  insides  out  and  race  it  on 
the  track."  He  reported  that  he  and  his  friends  had  frequently- 
gotten  into  trouble  for  disorderly  conduct  and  fighting.  He  re¬ 
ported  having  lived  with  a  woman  for  3  or  4  months  before  induction 
into  the  Army;  he  had  a  girl  back  home  at  the  time  of  the  interview 
but  they  were  not  engaged.  When  asked  if  he  planned  to  go  out  with 
women  in  Japan  he  indicated  that  he  probably  would  not  because  of 
the  disease. 

Chester^  self-perception  presents  interesting  contrasts  which 
are  borne  out  by  his  sociometric  status  and  test  scores.  When 
asked  to  check  his  greatest  personality  weakness,  Chester  chose 
three :  "sometimes  having  difficulty  getting  along  with  people," 
"sajdng  the  wrong  thing  at  the  wrong  time,"  "being  too  easy  going, 
lacking  enough  drive."  He  completed  the  statement  "When  it  came 
to  joining  clubs,  making  the  team  and  doing  what  I  wanted  in  high 
school,"  with"I  rarely  succeeded."  And  yet  when  asked  how  other 
people  would  be  most  likely  to  describe  him,  he  checked,  "Popular 
and  lots  of  fun."  To  "among  the  people  you  know  where  do  you 
estimate  you  stand  as  an  entertainer  and  leader  in  conversation 
and  social  affairs?"  he  indicated,  ’’At  the  top  or  among  the 
few  best," 
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Summary  of  Test  Scores: 

Although  Chester  is  placed  £n  Army  Mental  Group  IV,  his 
Henmon-Nelson  Intelligence  Test  score  is  quite  close  to  the  mean 
of  his  peers.  His  Army  Aptitude  te3t  scores  range  from  unsatis¬ 
factory  to  115.  Low  scores  on  the  IEIP1  and  CPI  scales  relating 
to  intellectual  efficiency,  responsibility,  and  academic  achieve¬ 
ment  further  indicate  a  lack  of  both  intellectual  interest  and. 
orientation  toward  achievement. 

Results  of  the  sociometric  questionnaire  reveal  a  combination 
of  favorable  and  unfavorable  nominations  with  negative  votes  out¬ 
weighing  the  positive.  His  self-description  via  the  Gough  Ad¬ 
jective  Check  list  provides  an  interesting  contrast  of  favorable 
adjectives  relating  primarily  to  good  looks  and  charm,  and  un¬ 
favorable  ones  primarily  relating  to  conceit  and  irresponsibility. 
The  low  score  on  MtfPl  scales  L  and  K,  as  well  as  on  CPI  Good  Im¬ 
pression,  further  imply  a  frank  and  critical  view  of  himself. 

Extreme  elevations  on  MMFI  and  CPI  scales  of  Psychopathic- 

Deviate  and  Delinquency  with  secondary  peaks  on  Impulsivity, 

Schizophrenia,  Dissimulation,  and  Hypomania  give  the  impression

of  a  compulsive  rebel  who  acts  out  his  anti-eoaLal  inpulses,  and 
who  enjoys  flaunting  the  mores  of  society.

Vital  Statistics:  Negro,  single,  20  years  old,  6'l/2",  172  pounds, 

Methodist,  Private  first  class,  11th  grade 

education.  Army  Mental  Group  IV, 

Description  of  Combat  Performance: 

Silver  Star,  He  knocked  out  snipers  and  bunkers  with  Automatic 
Rifle  and  grenades.  Item  and  King  companies  were  backed  up  in 
trenches  by  a  sniper;  Sam  went  up  and  got  him. 

Life  History  and  Interview: 

Sam!s  cognitive  organization  was  rated  as  high  and  his  degree 
of  identification  with;  Ms  combat  unit  as  a  little  above  average. 
During  the  interview  he  was  cooperative  and  self-assured,  neat  in 
dress,  relaxed  in  posture  and  fluent  in  his  use  of  words, 

Sam  is  the  third  of  seven  cMldren  and  Ms  father's  favorite. 
The  father  was  a  macMne  operator  in  a  textile  factory  at  a  good 
salary.  Sam  described  Ms  dad  as  an  easy-going  man  who  was  friends 
with  everybody  and  who  liked  to  have  lots  of  fun.  Sam’s  mother, 
a  very  religious  woman  who  was  treasurer  of  a  Methodist  church 
group,  was  described  by  Sam  as  "always  joking,  never  sad..I  never 
seen  her  get  angry."  The  only  subject  on  wMch  the  parents  ever 
disagreed  was  the  father's  indulgence  of  Sam.  Father  and  son 
hunted,  and  fished  together;  Sam's  puMshment  always  consisted  of 
a  "talking  to,"  although  the  younger  brother  apparently  was  wMpped 
upon  occasion.  Sam  reported  that  ho,  Ms  brother,  and  sisters  got 
along  "just  wonderful."  VDren  asked  how  he  felt  about  Ms  parents 
Sam  said,  "I  was  close  to  my  father  and  yet  I  love  my  mother.  I 
would  follow  my  father;  I  love  my  mother."

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Sam  left  high  school  and  enlisted  in  the  Array  two  weeks  be¬ 
fore  he  was  to  graduate.  He  had  been  offered  an  athletic  scholar¬ 
ship  at  a  small  southern  college  which  his  mother  hoped  he  would 
accept.  "She  cried  a  little... but  never  persuaded  me.  She  wanted 
me  to  make  my  own  life,."  Sam's  marks  in  school  were  B’s;  he  made 
the  football  and  basketball  teams,  had  many  hobbies,  was  a  first 
class  Boy  Scout  and  secretary  of  the  IMC2  club.  He  had  part-time 
jobs  as  a  plasterer,  truck  driver,  janitor,  and  cook.  At  the  time 
of  the  interview  his  occupational  goal  was  to  own  and  operate  a 
night  club.  He  and  about  5  close  friends  "went  to  night  clubs, 
hung  around  bars,  chased  girls  but  never  got  into  no  trouble. 9 
He  dated  4  or  5  times  a  week,  tending  to  go  oixt"  vd.th  several  girls 
rather  tlian  one  steadily.  His  health  has  always  been  excellent. 

He  smokes  rarely  and  drinks  very  little.  His  first  sexual  exper¬ 
ience  was  at  age  9;  he  has  had  frequent  experiences  since  then  but 
makes  a  distinction  between  the  women  you  "lay"  and  the  ones  you 
love.  He  felt  married  men  in  the  service  should  be  true  to  their 
wives,  especially  considering  the  possibilities  of  disease  and 
illegitimacy,  but  stated  that  since  he  wasn’t  married  he  couldn’t 
judge. 

When  Sam  was  16,  his  father  died.  His  mother  went  to  work 
until  her  health  failed.  Sam  sends  his  Army  nay  home  to  help 
support  her  and  the  younger  children.  In  response  to  a  question 
about  influences  bn  his  life,  Sam  replied,  "My  first  battle.  I’ve 
changed  a  lot  since  then.  Before  I  never  had  killed  anybody. 

...I  lost  my  buddy  and  that’s  changed  me  a  lot.  I  just  don’t 
care  about  anything.  I  don’t  mind  doing  anything,  anytime,  any¬ 
where.  It  just  cbn't  make  any  difference," 
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Summary  of  Test  Scores: 

Sam's  intelligence  and  aptitude  test  scores  are  very  low. 

On  the  sociometric  questionnaire  he  received  an  almost  equal 
number  of  positive  and  negative  nominations.  The  adjectives  he 
checked  as  self-descriotive  on  the  Gough  Adjective  Check  list  are 
predominantly  positive;  he  lacks  a  clear  cut  interest  pattern  on 
the  Strong  VIB;  his  California  Public  Opinion  Scales  are  well  be¬ 
low  average.  His  extremely  high  F,  Infrequency  and  Dissimulation 
scores  on  the  ML-IPI  and  CPI  suggest  either  falsification  or  chance 
responses  to  items;  therefore, these  test  scales  are  suspect.

grade  education,  Amy  Mental  Group  V 

Description  of  Combat  Performance: 

Had  to  fire  over  his  head  before  he  would  fire.  Bugged  out 
during  attack,  said  he  couldn't  take  it  any  more,  gone  three 
days  until  picked  up  by  NP.  Too  scared  to  go  on  line  by  self, 
had  to  be  coaxed.  Appears  to  have  realized  his  cowardice  and 
is  trying  to  make  up  for  it  in  reserve. 

life  History  and  Interview: 

During  the  interview  Homer  was  rated  as  being  confused,  de¬ 
pendent,  guilt-ridden,  infantile,  immature,  and  overly  cooperative, 
lie  spoke  hesitantly  and  his  rate  of  verbal  output  was  slow.  He 
was  considered  below  average  in  degree  of  cognitive  organization 
and  identification  with  his  combat  unit.  The  interviewer  described 
him  as  having  "the  subservient  attitude  of  the  southern  Negro." 

Homer,  whose  father  died  when  he  was  6  months  old,  is  7th  in 
a  family  of  11  children.  His  mother  reportedly  did  not  remarry; 
the  paternity  of  the  4  younger  children  was  not  clarified.  The 
family  was  supported  by  state  welfare  until  the  children  were  old 
enough  to  work:  the  three  oldest  girls  as  domestic  servants,  ohe 
of  the  brothers  in  a  fertilizer  factory.  Homer  quit  sbhool  after 
the  8th  grade  and  worked  as  a  gasoline  station  attendant.  The 
family  moved  frequently  within  the  same  small  Alabama  town;  their 
homes  were  rented  and  consisted  of  two  or  three  rooms. 

When  Homer  was  11,  he  ran  away  from  home  with  a  friend.  The 
boys  worked  on  a  transport  truck  until  caught  by  Homer’s  uncle 
who  whipped  them  and  brought  them  home.  Six  months  later  they 
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ran  away  again  and  spent  over  a  month  traveling  around  the  southern 
and  central  United  States.  Again  the  uncle  brought  them  back, 
tihen  asked  why  he  had  run  away,  Homer  replied,  "Just  being  bad." 
Subsequently  the  friend  left  homo  by  himself,  stole  a  car  and 
spent  18  months  in  reform  school.  Homer  seems  to  have  had  a  con¬ 
tinuous  association  with  delinquents  wjio  were  about  2  years  older 
than  he:  "About  5  or  6  of  us  would  be  together.. .skate,  look  for 
girls  and  things  like  that... I  was  always  with  a  bunch  of  them 
and  then  I  got  in  bad."  His  sex  education  came  from  his  peers 
and  personal  experience;  his  relationships  with  women  were  appar¬ 
ently  characterized  by  gross  promiscuity. 

Homer's  mother  was  described  as  a  good  homemaker  who  wanted 
him  to  do  well  in  school.  Her  only  community  contact  was  the 
Church  of  Christ  which  she  attended  twice  a  week.  Homer  went  to 
the  Church  of  Bethlehem  for  about  a  year  and  then  stopped.  The 
interviewer  rated  the  home  climate  as  "loving,  primitive,  one  of 
upward  striving,"  and  the  mother  as  "warm,  anxious,  patient, 
understanding. "  For  punishment  the  children  were  usually  whipped, 
although  upon  occasion  they  were  made  to  clean  the  house  or  work 
in  the  garden. 

The  major  life  influence  reported  for  Homer  was  the  treatment 

■  si 

accorded  a  Negro  in  the  south.  His  occupational  goal  is  to  stay 
in  the  Army,  but  he  indicated  that  if  he  should  separate  he  would 
not  under  any  circumstances  return  to  Alabama.  It  is  interesting 
to  note  that  on  Homer's  test  answer  forms  he  twice  filled  in  "Col" 
where  sex  designation  wa3  requested. 
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There  are  many  discrepancies  and  contradictions  in  Homer's 
interview  and  life  history  questionnaire.  For  example,  although 
he  stated  that  his  father  had  died  during  his  infancy,  he  checked 
items  on  the  questionnaire  indicating  that  his  father  had  been  a 
member  of  a  neighborhood  club,  active  in  the  church,  owned  his 
own  business,  and  participated  equally  with  the  mother  on  discipline 
matters.  Furthermore,  while  Homer  stated  several  times  that  he 
had  never  been  sick  a  day  in  his  life,  he  indicated  oh  the  ques¬ 
tionnaire  that  he  was  bothered  by  kidney  trouble,  back  pains, 
severe  continuing  headache,  allergies  and  trembling  he  couldn't 
control*  His  responses  in  the  interview  gave  general  evidence 
of  intellectual  fionfusion  and  inability  to  comprehend,  or  at 
least  to  respond  in  a  consistent  fashion.  A  low  level  of  literacy 
might  be  partially  responsible  for  this,  I 


Summary  of  Test  Scores: 

Although  Homer's  Henmon-Nelson  Intelligence  Test  scobe  is 
fairly  close  to  the  mean  his  Army  Aptitude  test  and  area  scores 
are  extremely  low.  His  choices  on  the  Gough  Adjective  Check  Idst 
are  almost  all  negative;  his  negative  nominations  on  the  socio¬ 
metric  questionnaire  outnumber  the  positive. 

An  examination  of  his  MMFI  and  CPI  scales  reveals  extremely 
high  F,  Infrequency,  and  Dissimulation  scores  which  suggest  that 
these  protocols  are  suspect  and  that  Homer  may  be  illiterate,  have 
faked  his  responses, or  answered  in  strictly  random  fashion.  How¬ 
ever,  there  is  evidence  that  he  took  some  of  the  tests  in  good 
faith;  on  the  Personal  Philosophy  Inventory,  for  example,  his 
scores  consistently  follow  the  mean  of  the  population  and  suggest
